“While we are interested in any 
move to m aintain peace in the Far 
East, it does not mean that the 
United States should take the initi­ 
ative in the movement,” he de­ 
clared. “Other countries are more 
interested, territorially and financi­ 
ally , in China, than is the United 
States."

Jenkins Is now serving hi? 
seventh consecutive term in con­ 
gress, b eing the only Repub lican 
elected in the Democratic landslide 
last Novemb er. He is a memb er of 
the powerful way s and na^ans com- 
fnittft and is also an authority on 
inunigration prob lems. 
"Several weeks ago," Rep Jenk­ 
ins said, "the President said we 
now are ready to go over tiiere and 
help settle that scrap in the Far 
East.

TYPHUS FEVER 
NOWADAYS we rarely hear any­ 
thing about typ hus fever. 
Yet, a t 
one time it. was extrem ely common 
In every p art of the world. It was ; 
a disease of the rich as well as the , 
p oor, and one of ' 
the m ost dreaded 
of p lagues. 
It Is a disorder j 
th a t can be co n -i 
trolled 
by 
the > 
e r a d i c a t i o n of 
filth and unsani­ 
tary 
conditions. 
Any let-down in 
the fight against 
tilth 
may 
result 
in sp oradic 
o ut­ 
breaks of typ hus 
fever. 
For 
this 
reason it Is well 
for society to be 
fam iliar with the 
dangers of this disease and to 
be 
governed accordingly. 
Typ hus fever Is caused by a geiv i 
som etim es found In rats 
It Is car­ 
ried from one ra t 
to 
another 
by 
lice and flea*. If an infected rat 
dies, the fleas leave the cold body 
and may transm it the germ to a 
hum an being W hen it gets into the 
hum an family, the disease is read­ 
ily p assed from one p erson to an ­ 
other. 
Fever Is Symp tom 
T he victim suffers at first from 
high fever, severe headache, chills 
and extrem e p rostration. There is 
a m arked weakness, with backache. 
At times there m ay be severe ab­ 
dom inal p ain. 
At about the fifth day the char­ 
acteristic 
skin 
erup tion 
ap p ears. 
At 
first this rash is reddish In 
color, but soon changes to a p ur­ 
p lish tint. It sp reads over the en­ 
tire body, but rarely involves the 
face. 
In the 
beginning 
the 
disease 
closely resembles 
typ hoid 
fever. 
In fact, it Is often difficult to dis­ 
tinguish it from typ hoid fever The 
ap p earance of the rash Is an aid in 
deciding which it Is 
Typ hus fever in itself is not a 
dangerous disease. 
But 
since 
it 
lowers the resistance of the 
indi­ 
vidual and leads to other comp lica­ 
tions, every 
p recaution 
of 
safety 
must be taken. Sufferers from ty­ 
p hus fever often succumb to such 
infection 
as 
broncho-p neum onia 
and regular p neumonia 
It is always advisable to tran s­ 
fer the p atient to a hosp ital. There 
he will obtain the necessary medi­ 
cal and nursing care In addition, 
he will be kep t 
away 
from 
the 
family and others and the sp read 
of th e disease will be p revented. 
Since typ hus fever is a disease 
of filth, and only encountered in 
sections where sanitation is 
lack­ 
ing, its p revention is p ossible only
